Negotiators for the Romulus Board of 
Education and the Romulus Education 
Association (REA) plan to meet in a 
marathon “lock in’* session tomorrow until 
the current teacher contract conflict is set- 
tled 

The conflict has delayed the opening of 
school as teachers are “withholding their 
services.” 

A “locked room" challenge was issued to 
the negotiators Friday night at a public 
meeting set up to question contract progress. 

The challenge was issued asking the 


negotiators to demonstrate their concern for 
the welfare of children in the school district 
after a lengthy question-and-answer period It 
was accepted by the REA representatives 
who offered to enter negotiations “any time, 
any place, right now!” 

Board representatives said they were 
unable to speak for the board negotiators. 

James Garfield, assistant superintendent, 
yesterday said that the situation could be 


totally different before tomorrow The teams 
met in negotiations yesterday afternoon 
following an unproductive session held last 
Wednesday. 

Wages, a change in grievance procedures, 
fringe benefits and a new life insurance 
program are the areas of difference holding 
up settlement of the contract 

Garfield said the hoard had offered an 
increase of 9.5 per cent over a two-year 


The teachers want more than an 11 per cent 
increase over the two-year period 

C urrently, the pay scale for teachers in the 
district starts at $8,500 for a teacher with a 
bachelor’s degree and no experience and goes 
to $16,575 fora teacher with a master’s degree 
and nine years experience. 


The two-year package offered by the board 
ranges from $8,825 to $14,760 for a* bachelor’s 
degree and $9,930 to $17,325 for a master s 
degree in 1973-74 and in 1974-75, $9,200 to 15,390 
for a bachelor’s degree and $10,350 to $18,060 
for a master’s degree. 

An REA spokesman yesterday said that 
unless they had the assurance that Garfield 
had the authority to speak for the board in 
negotiations or that Robert Veracruysse, 
chief negotiator was present for the “lock in” 
tomorrow, they would be unable to par- 
ticipate 

Garfield needs school board authority 
before he can speak for the negotiating team

Helicopters to assist 
in law enforcement

Would-be lawbreakers in 
Wayne County soon will have 
more to look out for than 
pursuing patrol car lights and 
sirens They’ll have to look 
upward, too. 

The Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department will add two 
newly-purchased helicopters 
to its existing fleet of 
patrol vehicles to round out 
the department’s law en- 
forcement services to county 
residents The helicopters 
arrived nearly a month ago, 
but the department hopes to 
have its five pilots ready to go 
by mid-October, according to 
Wayne County Sheriff William 
Lucas 

“We started recruiting 
pilots nearly four years ago in 
hopes that we’d have these 
helicopters, M Lucas told 
reporters at a press reception 
Friday morning. 

THE HELICOPTERS were 
purchased with federal funds 
through the Office of Criminal 
Justice in Lansing from the 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration and special 
saturation patrol funds from 
the same source, Lucas ad- 
ded The Wayne County Board 
of Commissioners also 
assisted in getting the grants. 

Western Wayne County is 
taking part in a study which 
will utilize the helicopters, 
Lucas said 

In conjunction with the 
Downriver Detroit area, they 
will alternate the use of the 
choppers between Western 
Wayne County and the 
downriver area for routine 
patrol. Then crime statistics 
will be compared 


“We hope the statistics will 
show that the helicopter 
patrols will make a marked 
difference in the crime rate 
where they are used,” Lucas 
said. 

Pilots warn 


“Once we’ve got somebody 
spotted, the only way they can 
get away is through dense 
woods,” the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department’s new' 
helicopter pilots agreed. 

The five men had been 
training for four or five 
months to get ready for the 
delivery of the sheriff’s 
department’s two new 
helicopters nearly a month 
ago 

Once they arrived, they 
spent their hours training as 
they had in loaner aircraft 
from the company that sup- 
plied the helicopters 

IN NEARLY 60 more flight- 
hours for four of the newly- 
trained pilots, they'll have full 
commercial accreditation Six 
months ago, three of the five 
officers didn't know how to fly 
at all. One could fly a regular 
fixed-wing aircraft, and one 
was a shefiff’s department 
officer who had been a 
helicopter pilot seasoned in 
Vietnam 

But after training and 
working together with 
Thomas Davenport, the 
Vietnam trained pilot, all ol 


THE HELICOPTERS also 
will be dispatched through the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department for pursuit and 
surveillance assignments in 
any part of the county. 


the new crew' have nothing but 
enthusiasm for the air patrols 
they soon will begin. 

“One helicopter is worth 
eight road patrol cars in a 
chase,” said one of the pilots, 
Lewis Bryant “Once we spot 
them, there’s no way to get

The State Superintendent of 
Public Iastruction yesterday 
urged striking teachers to 
return to their classrooms 
while contract negotiations 
are being conducted. 

In a letter which Dr John 
W. Porter sent to officials of 27 
school districts which are 
closed because of strikes, he 
warned of consequences 
which could result from 
lengthy impasse in 
negotiations. 

The strike districts face the 
difficulties in several areas 
according to Porter 

THESE INCLUDE a state 
law which stipulates that a 
school district provides 180 
days of student iastruction 
and which provide the 
minimum number of hours of 
astruction for each student. 

If the strikes continue, 
Porter warned that the school 
4i*iric& would no »n portion 
of falling below the statutory 
minimums 

But the most critical 
situation is the upcoming 
f ourth Friday count of 
tudents in each school 
listrict, according to Porter. 

This count which is to be 
conducted on Sept. 28 is the 
basis for the distribution of 
state aid to local school 
districts If the count is ex- 
tremely low then the school 
districts would face a 
reduction in state aid. Porter 
said 

IT IS WITHIN the context of 
these responsibilities that I 
urge local boards of education 
and teacher organizations to 
begin instruction while 
negotiations continue.” Porter 
said “If there is no fourth 
Friday count, a school 
district, otherwise eligible, 
will by law suffer the loss of 
state aid payments needed to 
educate the children of the 
districts.” 

He said there is a possibility 
of taking legal action to force 


away in a car. at least.” 

The small two-man 
helicopters are fast and quiet. 
Bryant added. They are 
capable of traveling at 80 
miles per hour and are 
equipped with 3.8 million- 
candlepower lights that can 
change total darkness into

EACH HELICOPTER is 
worth $50,000 and a single 
aluminum rotor blade costs 
$1,500 to replace, Wayne 
County Sheriff William Lucas 
told reporters Friday. They 
are headquartered at the 
airport division but are 
dispatched through the road 
patrol office in Westland 

Radio communications 
between the base, helicopter 
pilots and patrol cars can keep 
the pursuers on the ground 
posted of the w hereabouts of 
the pursuee, Lewis said 

“If we can respond quickly 
and can get there quickly, 
there s a proven 80 per cent 
chance that well apprehend 
the person were chasing.” 
Bryant said.

City council approves addition

Romulus citizens will see 
their police protection in- 
creased by one-third within 
the next few weeks, following 
the Romulus City Council’s 
approval of the addition of a 
‘fourth eight-man unit of the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Road 
Patrol to the city's full-time 
force 


The council unanimously 
voted Thursday, to spend the 
extra $207,000 required to put 
another car on duty in the city 
for 24 -hours a day, seven days 
a week. 

The approval brings the 
city’s expenditures for police 
protection to $828,000 this 
fiscal year, compared to 


$j 14,000 at this time last year 
l^st year, the city only had 
two full-time units on the 
roads of Romulus 
GROUNDWORK FOR 
adding the fourth unit to the 
road patrol was prepared late 
last spring, when the city 
council agreed to add a third 
unit to the city’s force and to

“Only a little more than 
three years ago Romulus 
became a city, and it is right 
in the middle of a transition 
from a township government 
to the mayor-council form 
now.” Carmichael said. 

“IT WOULD BE unwise to 
change 'horses in the middle 
of the stream’ just when 
Romulus is getting its feet on 
the ground as a city,” he 
added 

One of the programs he 
promises the voters is senior 
citizen housing 

“We in the IQ Slate (Citizens 
for Integrity and Quality in 
Romulus Government Slate) 
have discussed the need for a 
new’ 80 to 100-unit senior 
citizen housing complex to be 
built in the city,” he said. 
“Many of our nearby suburbs

consider adding a fourth unit 
in the 1973-74 city budget. 

The new budget included the 
money needed for a fourth 
unit, but the council did not 
take action on approving its 
expenditure until now. 

The addition brings the 
strength of thb city’s police 
force to 32 officers, including 
one officer for each car during 
the day shift, two officers per 
car during the afternoon and 
midnight shifts and 
replacements for leave days. 

“This addition brings police 
protection in Romulus to a 
new high,” said Mayor Hyle 
Carmichael. “Our citizens will 
realize a direct improvement 
in the service because it will 
take less time for police to 
respond to calls with an extra 
unit on the road. 

“IN ADDITION, it con- 
tinues the city’s cooperation 
with the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol, which 
includes use of its detectives, 
youth officers, its crime 
research bureau and other 
services included in the 
county which a city alone 
can’t provide.” 

Carmichael said the city 
still will realize the benefit of 
additional sheriff’s protection 
at no extra cost. 

The sheriff department has 
agreed to route patrol cars 
heading for duty in Sumpter 
and Huron Townships through 
Romulus as an extra crime 
deterrent. 

A timetable for adding the 
fourth unit tqthe road patrol is 
being prepared.

Pre-trial hearing set for area 'pot' suspects 


A pre-trial hearing has been 
set tentatively for Sept. 27 for 
four persons who recently 
were arraigned on charges of 
possession of marijuana with 
intent to deliver 
The four persons include a 
Huron Township grandfather, 
his son and grandson and an 
Ann Arbor resident. 

The four defendants 
arrested recently by Wayne 
County Sheriff deputies on a 
Huron Township farm, stood 
mule when arraigned 
before District Court Judge 
James B. Stone 
The court entered pleas of 
not guilty for the defendants 
and ordered cash bonds of 
$1,000 for each. A pre-trial 
hearing has been set ten- 
tatively for Sept 27. 

AWAITING further court 
proceedings are Fdmon 
Woodrow Johnson. 59. his son, 
Edmon Johnson Jr . 34, both of 
Huron Township, a Detroit 
grandson and Robert Allem 
Oler, 27, of Ann Arbor. 


The maximum penalty for 
the charge is four years in jail 
and a $2,000 fine 
Deputies said they arrested 
the men in Huron Township 
south of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport early Sunday for 
growing the alleged 
marijuana in a field behind 
their home 

Deputies said they found 


about 2,150 pounds of alleged 
marijuana curing in the attic 
and in a shed behind the 
house. Another three-fourth of 
an acre of alleged marijuana 
was growing between rows of 
sweet corn behind the bam, 
they added. 

TI1E ALLEGED marijuana 
worth about $400,000 was 
confiscated and hauled away 


according to the deputies who 
said the land was graded and 
the remaining roots and stem* 
burned off. 

Police said the alleged 
marijuana was discovered 
originally by a man who told 
police he became curious after 
he was chased from the 
property by a man with a 
gunshot. 


Township approves 1973 tax 


A resolution formally set- 
ting the township’s property 
tax assessment for the 1973 
year was unanimously ap- 
proved by the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees. 

The property tax assessed 
for township operation and 


purposes is a continuation of a 
total tax of 7.40 mills per $1 ,000 
assessed property evaluation. 

The levied millage on a state 
equalized evaluation of 
$105,173,030 for the township 
will net $778,280 in property 
taxes. 


The levied millage consists 
of allocated millage of one 
mill, extra voted millage of 
four mills for water, two mills 
for assessed sewer and voted 
millage o( .40 of a mill for the 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority.

The bonds are payable from 
general ad valorem taxes to 
be levied without limitation as 
to rate of interest or amount.

city expenditure is $1,000 
already approved by the city 
and another $6,000 for 
renovation of the Help Center 
located on Goddard Road east

Work is expected to begin 
within the relatively near 
future to make the Help 
Center a better place to 
combat drug abuse, Melnick 
said. Included in the new 
building lay-out will be 
medical facilities, counseling 
and meeting rooms 

Also included will be a total 
security alarm system to 
protect dosages of 
methadone expected to be 
kept on the premises. 

‘“We’re going to meet state 
and federal requirements for 
construction so we can obtain 
a license to operate both as a 
medical clinic and a 
methadone distribution center 
for a methadone 
detoxification program,” 
Melnick said. 

THE DETOXIFICATION 
program, once implemented, 
will be limited to 21-days, with 
former heroin addicts 
receiving decreasing dosages 
of methadone until they are 
able to shake their physical 
dependency on both heroin 
and methadone. 

“We don’t intend to satisfy 
someone’s drug habit for an 
unlimited amount of time,” 
Melnick added “This is a 
temporary measure for the 
heroin addict to ease his with- 
drawal from the drug.” 

Once renovation is com- 
plete, the Help Center will use 
the $91,000 federal grant to 
hire a full-and part-time 
professional staff to im- 
plement the counseling and 
medical programs being 
designed for the Help Center 

Despite a lack of funding, 
the Help Center has been 
operating on an informal basis 
since Melnick took office early 
last month. 

•WF/VE ALREADY had 
some walk-in crisis counseling 
cases.” he said. “But we 
aren’t geared to undertake our 
other programs of 
detoxification assistance for 
heroin addicts and drug 
education. 

“We need the renovation for 
the drug program and we’ll 
have to w ait until the Romulus 
School District gets through 
some of its problems before 
undertaking the education 
program.” 

In the meantime, Melnick is 
busy designing the three-part 
drug rehabilitation program 
and screening applicants for 
jobs in the crisis center. 

At it’s full compliment, the 
center will have at least two 
nurses on hand, trained 
counselors, a medical advisor 
and several street workers 
who will go to the areas 
frequented by drug users to 
try and bring the word of the 
drug abuse center where it is 
most needed.

Sander Levin voices a thesis for integrity

LANSING — Political people have got to take 
themselves to the woodshed to achieve campaign 
spending reform and restore public confidence in 

the system. , .. 

The people can’t act beyond turning the ras- 
cals out. a procedure that has too often failed. 

That is the thesis of Sander M. Levin, the 
unannounced Democratic candidate for 
governor, former state Senator, former 
Democratic State Chairman and the voice of 
reason in residence. , . 

His thesis is that politicans, themselves, must 
reform their own system and that the man on the 
street is immune to promises and public 

pleadings of integrity. . 

"THUS. ..THE MAIN question is not whether 
there are serious problems to resolve, or ways to 
respond effectively, but whether there exists the 

will to act, he said. ...... . , 

“This will is unlikely to be exercised if it insists 
upon massive public pressure My impression 
from talking quietly to citizens... is that the

* i urge that it does not demean the strengths of 
this country’s democratic process to 


acknowledge its weaknesses,” he said. “Indeed, 
reforming the American system is a way of 
protecting it...” 

And, indeed, the constant exposure of the 
deeds of the knaves and charlatans in both major 
parties has built pressure on politicans at all 
levels to excercise the will to reform. 

In Michigan, the crusade is growing, after a 
start which smacked of coverup and tokenism. 

THE ORIGINAL birth of the bipartisan Senate 
committee, before which Levin appeared, was 
an attempt to draw' attention away from 
legislative junkets. The fear that its recom- 
mendations won t go far enough stems from past 


reforms that have been more public relations 
that real. 

Former Detroit Mayor Jerome P Cavanagh.

CAMPAIGN FINANCING laws haven’t been

Levin said that in 1952 the cost of all cam- 
paigns in the nation were estimated at $140 
million The cost rose to between $240 and $300 
million in 1968. A single minute of prime time on 
one Detroit television station now costs as much 
as $2,500. 

He also calls for before and after accounting of 
campaign spending and contributions, com- 
prehensive and uniform reports, and limits on 
spending and contributions from individuals.

Belleville Lake plan 
deserves full support 


The long-awaited restocking of Belleville 
Lake got underway this week with drainage of 
the lake — a project destined to serve 
recreation needs for surrounding com- 
munities. 

More important is the knowledge that the 
restocking means good game fish will replace 
the trash fish variety — which should be good 
news to area fishermen. 

And if you think that’s good news, the best is 
yet to come... the total cost of drainage and 
restocking the lake will be assumed by the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources. 

According to state and local authorities, the 
lake drainage and game fish restocking will 
be worth more than $1.5 million in recreation 
to Western Wayne County. 

While we applaud the game fish project, we 
remind that the project was long overdue — 
and should have been completed at a much 
earlier date had the state followed some of its 
own priority guidelines. 


Another aspect worthy of comment is 
knowing that the community will be allowed 
to take part in the coordinating phase of the 
drainage-restocking project. 

John Barber, president of the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, informs The 
Enterprise-Roman that the state extended the 
community involvement offer — w’hich also 
deserves merit 

Once the lake project is completed we 
would also urge area enforcement officials to 
crack down against lake polluters 

Belleville Lake is no place for the dumping 
of debris. Local marine patrols during the 
summer months attempt to keep the polluters 
away - thus we call upon area sportsmen and 
women who find fishing a good sport to report 
the polluters to the proper authorities. 

And unless citizen participation is prac- 
ticed, the game fish plan will have been in 
vain.

You must have it.. .new plan is compulsory auto insurance 


Editor’s Note: The following Associated Press report on 
Michigan’s new no-fault compulsory insurance plan is 
reprinted from The Daily Eagle— and is must reading for 
area motorists.

LANSING. Mich. <AP> — Unless the courts throw up a 
roadblock sought by the trial lawyers, no-fault auto in- 
surance will go intoeffect Oct. 1 for the state s estimated five 
million motorists 

No-fault is compulsory. You must have it 
No-fault insurance is designed to speed payment of 
damages to an accident victim, w'ho would collect from his 
insurance company, regardless of who is to blame 
The plan is aimed at avoiding lengthy and costly court bat- 
tles. „ 

When vou buv no-fault, vou protect yourself and vour im- 
mediate' family If vou already have insurance, no-fault’s 
provisions automatically will be added to your policy They 
will be in effect at no extra charge until your policy expires. 

If you are one of the 350.000 drivers who pay $45 into the 
Stale Uninsured Motorist Fund each year or one of the esti- 
mated 200,000 uninsured motorists who have been evading 
the fund, see an insurance agent 
You will no longer be able to pay into the state uninsured 
fund If you get caught on the road without insurance once 
nofault is in effect, you could be fined $500. jailed for one year 
and lose your driver s license and plates 
Don t expect bargain prices under no-fault 
In Massachusetts, the first state to adopt a compulsory no- 
fault plan insurance rates for the average driver have not 
gone down Effects of the Massachusetts plan are not as far- 
reaching as those in the Michigan plan The ollicial position 
of the insurance industry in Michigan is that it s too early to 
tell what effect no-fault w ill have on insurance rates. 

No-fault insurance policies will contain three mandatory 
coverages: 

—Personal Protection Insurance, also referred to as per- 
sonal injury protection, covering you or a member of vour 
family who is injured or killed in an accident It is the key 
coverage from which no-fault gets its name because it pays 
two types of benefits without regard to who is at fault for an 
injury. The benefits apply anywhere in the U S or Canada 
The benefiLs pay H>0 per cent of medical and hospital ex 
ponses resulting from an auto accident The amount is unlim- 
ited and is paid for life if necessary and includes costs of 
physical rehabilitation Hospital accomodations are limited 
to semi-private rooms, unless special or intensive care is re- 
quired 

The second benefit is a maximum of $36,000 for income 
loss The income loss benefit pays you 85 per cent of your 
earnings, a maximum of $1,000 a month in benefits for up to 
three years 

Insurance benefits are taxfree 

If vou earn $150 per week, you would receive $127 50 a w eek 
in benefits If you earn $200 a week, you would receive $170 a 
week in benefits If you earn $1,176 per month, you would 
receive the $1,000 a month maximum 
If you are a housewife injured in an accident, no-fault pays 
$20 a dav to hire substitute help in the home to cook meals 
and care for children The $20 a day figure may be combined 
with compensation for work lass, but in any case it cannot 
exceed $1,000 a month 

If you are killed in an accident your family will receive the 
lost income benefits >ou would have received — 85 pier cent of 


your income up to $1,000 per month for three years from the 
date of the accident. If you or a member of your family is 
killed in an accident, a maximum of $1,000 is provided for 
funeral and burial expenses. 

Any money you receive from Social Security or workmen's 
compensation will be subtracted from your personal injury 
no-fault benefits But you can collect duplicate benefits for 
whatever your Blue Cross or sickness and accident benefits 
cover 

An optional deductible in your no-fault policy w'ould reduce

your premium and eliminate some or all of the duplication ol 
benefits 

—Property Protection Insurance is the second of the three 
mandatory no-fault coverages It will cover you for damage 
you do to a parked car or any property up to $1 million This 
coverage won’t pay for damage to any moving vehicle or to 
your own car You cannot sue to collect, a fact which has 
brought criticism to Michigan’s no-fault law 

If you want protection for your own car, you have to buy 
optional collision coverage, the same as you do under current 
law Otherwise, under no-fault, you pay for damage to your 
car out of your own pocket, regardless of who is at fault in the

accident If you damage property outside Michigan, you can

Residual Liability Coverage, the third mandatory cov- 
erage under no-fault, protects you against lawsuits arising 
Irom accidents occurring outside Michigan and accidents in 
Michigan which exceed no-fault benefits 
If you damage property or injure other persons in an out- 
of stale accident, you receive protection from residual 

liability . , „ . 

The current minimum limits still will be in effect under no- 
lault residual liability— $10,000 for property damage. $20,000 
per injured person and $40,000 per accident 
No-fault covers trucks, cars, trailers, three-wheel mo- 
tocycles. but not two-wheel motorcycles or bicycles 
Motorcyclists are not covered under no-fault. However, if 
you are a motorcyclist you will be entitled to most no-fault 
benefits if vou carrv a no-fault policy on another vehicle or if 
you are involved in'an accident with a vehicle covered by no- 
fault ... .. 

Motorcyclists still should carry liability insurance as they 

do now . 

Other special rules on nofault. 

If you are in a cab or airport limousine or car owned by 
y 0Ur employer, you would collect your benefits from the in- 
surer of that car, not yours ... 

If you are a pedestrian who doesn’t drive and you don t 
have a relative with a no-fault policy and you are injured by a 
hit-and-run driver, you are protected by an assigned claims 
fund It is financed by all automobile insurance companies to 
take care of special cases 

—If you are hurt while riding in someone else’s car. you 
still collect from your own insurance company 

Insurance companies must pay 12 per cent interest and 
reasonable attorney’s fees on any payment more than 30 
days overdue The insurance company must pay what is rea- 
sonably proved Copies of any bills and a claim form signed 
by you giving the details of the accident and the benefits you 
ciaim constitute reasonable proof 

You CAN collect for damages for twin and suffering, but 
not from your own insurance company You would have to 
show the other person was at fault and then prove that there 
was death, serious impairment of body function or per- 
manent serious disfigurement ’ If you are sued for pain and 
suffering for an accident in Michigan involving serious in- 
jury . your aulo nofaul*. policy will protect you. 

The differences between current “tort action” law as ap- 
plied to auto insurance and nofault insurance can be shown 
through the following example 
John Smith is driving through an intersection w'hen another 
car runs a red light, smashes into Smith s car and Smith is 
hospitalized with serious injuries 
Smith, under current law . may be able to receive payment 
for car damages and hospitalization if he has the necessary 
coverage or if he can prove he was not at fault in the ac- 
cident 

If he does not have the necessary- coverage or if the guilty 
driver’s insurance company will not admit fault, Smith must 
go lo court to collect for car damages and hospitalization 
Smith can sue for “pain and suffering” and he can sue for

Closed primary 
would threaten 
voting rights

If Michigan’s “open primary” system is scrapped in favor 
of the so-called “closed” primary— then we’ll lose another 
round to the party bosses and Big Brother Government. 

The leaders of the two major political part units tell us a 
closed primary wilt stop cross-overs from attempting to raise 
havoc in another party’s primary election. 

Well . I disagree 

THE AMERICAN ELECTION process does not belong to 
the Democrats, nor the Republicans— primary' elections 
included. The primary election belongs to the people. 

Should the State Legislature adopt the proposed closed 
primary concept, persons voting in a partisan primary 
contest would be forced to identify party affiliation. 

Though I believe every' man and woman must be willing to 
take a stand on the issues of the day, forcing political pr-ty 
identity during a primary election smacks me of party 
bossism of our secret election process. 

Democratic State Chairman Morley Winograd and 
Republican State Chairman William F. McLaughlin would 
have you believe that a closed primary’ would blunt a repeat 
of what happened in Michigan in 1972 when Republicans and 
Independents gave George Wallace 51 percent of the 
presidential primary vote. Wallace would have won on any 
ticket that year. 

OTHER PROPONENTS of the closed primary preach: 
“Let the party’s decide which of their candidates will face 
each other in a general election.” I disagree. 

I agree, however, with the position taken by GOP Floor 
Leader Dennis O. Cawthorne on the open versus closed 
primary question. „ 

Cawthorne warns that being forced to identify party 
label will reduce independent citizen participation in politics. 

In today’s changing vote pattern, Americans find them- 
selves voting Democrat, Republican and sometimes for the 
lesser political party candidates— and they do so because of 
the man or woman seeking office. . . not the party label. 

ONE BOAST 1 HAVE over my cousins in the Soviet Union 
is that in America I can vote in secrecy, and that no one has 
the right and authority to question my party affiliation when 
I walk up to the ballot box. 

But it appears Winograd and McLaughlin feel their 
respective political party units should have the Big 
Brother authority to question my party affiliation at 
primary election time. 

This form of “ism” voting may be the rule in other states in 
America, but it has no place in Michigan’s election process— 
and for that matter, anywhere else in the only free 
democratic society in the world. 

SHOULD THE CLOSED PRIMARY become the “in thing” 
in American politics, one day when your child grows up— he 
may have to identify his politics on general election day too. 

That’s how it starts, a little at a time under the guise of 
“reform ...”

Enhance living 

Shades add comfort to deck 


Enjoyment and usefulness of an outdoor living area can be 
enhanced easily by adding screens for privacy or for 
blocking out bothersome wind and sun. 

But because weather is so variable, there are times when a 
cooling breeze or the warmth of the sun is desirable, so 
what’s really best is screening that’s adjustable as seasons 
change. 

One family added greatly to the comfort and utility of their 
raised deck along the back of the house by installing roll- 
down cahvas shades above a waist-high solid railing 

RAILING POSTS topped with beams extend three feet 
above the railing. The canvas shades, in 10-foot-long sections, 
are suspended from the beams and are tied to the underside 
of the two by six-inch flat cap of the railing when rolled down. 

Half of the deck is roofed with translucent plastic panels 
over a grid framework of two by four-inch fir. This covering 
and the shades combine to make the deck popular with the 
children as a sleeping porch in the summer 

Built onto the four by six and two by six-inch fir posts of the 
railing is a bench, w ith two by fours for the seat, two spaced 
one by fours for backrests, and 2x6s for legs. 

The bench seal is painted a glossy black, matching a picnic 
table ami benches built of two by four-inch fir and used for 
patio dirting. The benches and table contrast with the railing 
and deck, painted gray. 

Winterize mower 
before storage 


A PAINTED deck will require care and repainting every 
two years or so, depending on the amount of use and weather 
An alternative that usually requires less maintenance is to 
seal and lightly stain the deck, allowing it to weather 
naturally. 

Variations of lumber used can lend interest to a deck In 
this case, two two by twos were alternated with a flat two 
by three, rather than using the usual two by fours. Laying 
two by fours on edge and flat or varying two by fours and two 
by sixes also offers interesting patterns.

Take a few steps to win- 
terize your lawn mower, 
garden tiller and other small 
engine machines before 
putting them into storage 
First drain the fuel tank. Be 
sure to do this in a well- 
ventilated area. Avoid 
smoking and other fire 
hazards. 

Depending on the type of 
engine, drain fuel by either 
disconnecting the host from 
the fuel tank or openiig the 
drain plug on the carburetor. 
Drain the fuel into a metal gas 
can and move the machine 
into another area 
Clear fuel from the car- 
buretor and fuel line by 
starting the engine. Mien the 
engine begins to sputter, 
operate the choke. 

If you have adequate tools 
and are familiar with the 
engine, remove the carburetor 
bowl, w ipe it thoroughly with a 
clean cloth and replaa? it. This 


prevents gum deposits and 
residues from evaporating gas 
that could clog parts. 

Remove the spark plug and 
insert one teaspoon of 
SAE10W lubricating oil into 
the cylinder. Hand rotate the 
engine several times to 
distribute the oil. Stop the 
piston at the top or outermost 
point of its stroke. 

This covers the inside 
volume of the cylinder with 
the piston, allowing no space 
for moisture to collect and 
cause rust 

Clean and check the spark 
plug gap before replacing the 
spark plug Information 
regarding the size of gap 
should be on the nameplate of 
the motor Also check the 
nameplate for the type of oil 
required. If the engine is a 
four-cycle, drain and replace 
the oil

"I USED TO draw pictures 
for the children if they were 
good.” she laughed.

“Now audio-visual teaching 
methods are the rule, but then 
we were reprimanded for 
teaching any way but the way 
we were taught to teach — 
which w as to stand at the front 
of the room and lecture and 
make the students recite,” she 
added. 

Now that Mrs Koenig has 
retired, most of her days are 
devoted to the art that she has 
loved most of all through the 
years. 

She does protraits of her 
friends in soap, and does some 
paintings to exhibit in local art 
shows. 

HER SOAP PAINTING is 
done in a mixture of Ivory 
soap flakes and water, which 
is spread on a hard surface 
and allowed to dry. Usually 
the soap is put on a piece of 
wood that is already framed. 

She uses her carving tools, 
then sets ink and paint into the 
carved areas to make a three- 
dimensional painting. Then 
the whole project is coated 
w'ith a plastic sealer to 
prevent drying and cracking.

A swim 
pool for 
Romulus?

Joan Haubrick, who has lived in Romulus for over a 
decade, just can’t visualize a community without a municipal 
swimming pool. 

That’s because she grew up in California and loves to swim 
“because swimming is good physically and for recreation.” 

The mother of three children. Mrs. Haubrick is trying to 
drum up support for a municipal pool in Romulus and a few 
supporters, including various clubs such as the Kiwanis, 
Rotary and Jaycees have fallen into step 

Also listening is the Romulus board of education. And one 
of the reasons the board is listening is because the high school 
lacks a swimming facility. 

“We have already collected 140 signatures to put the 
question of a municipal pool on the ballot,” says Mrs. 
Haubrick. “we need 1,000. 

“And one of the reasons for the urgency of this project is 
because as we all know that as the years go by the cost to 
construct such a facility may double,” she said. 

MRS. HAUBRICK added that she got involved in the 
project “because she doesn’t like to see the kids of the 
community deprived and shortchanged. 

“The recent heat wave was a good example of short- 
changing our children w ho had nowhere to go to swim in their 
city 

“I feel we owe them that much and ourselves to carry out 
this project,” she said. 

MRS. HAl’BRICK has discovered that not everyone is 
willing to listen to the community’s needs. “Because of 
ignorance about the project, some people have a miscon- 
ception of what we are trying to do. 

“And there also appears to be a feud between the board of 
education and the Romulus recreation department. 

“We first went to the recreation department but didn’t get 
any cooperation, so we called a meeting and the service 
.groups showed up and we mapped out our plans. Everyone 
thought it was an excellent idea. 

“The board of education appears enthusiastic because the 
high school doesn’t have a pool. So. we do have many people 
interested. 

“But since the people of the community are going to have 
to eventually decide the fate of such a project because they 
will have to pay for it, we will need all the help in the world to 
swing it across. 

The recreation department feels Mrs. Haubrick added, this 
is a board project. 

“But whoever heard of a recreation program without a 
pool 9 The recreation department and board of education 
should come up with a compromise whereby the recreation 
department can utilize the pool for such programs as adult 
swimming, age group swimming like they have over there in 
Garden City and scores of other projects and the high school 
just has hundreds of reasons why it needs a pool,” she said. 

Mrs Haubrick, whose husband is employed at Ford Motor 
Company, pointed out that because of the inflationary nature 
of our economics, a swimming pool constructed a couple of 
years from now would almost be double the cost of one built 
now'. 

The price tag of almost everything nowadays is going up, 
and I feel we should get the pool before its out of the reach of 
this community,” she said. 

One thing for sure Mrs. Haubrick knows her economics. 

But then, what woman doesn’t?

The coding of mail has 
become even more important 
in recent months with a 
growing share of first class 
letters sorted on machines 
equipped with the zip mail 
translator <ZMTL 

“With this computerized 
unit, the letter sorting 
machine operator simply keys 
the Zip Code appearing on the 
envelope. “ Laginess said 
“The Zip Code is then ‘tran- 
slated’ so the envelope is 
routed to the bin which will 
give it the best tran- 
sportation ” 


PREVIOUSLY, postal

Within the next few weeks 
ground is expected to be 
broken for the construction of 
a $227,533.50 Olympic-size 
swimming pool to be located 
in Willow Metropark, a 1,500- 
acre site under development 
near New Boston. The pool 
will accommodate 900 people 
at one time 

The pool, part of a special 
activities complex, was in- 
cluded in the master plan of 
Willow Metropark when the 
project was approved by the 
Board of Commissioners of 
the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority 
( HCMA) in the early 1960 ’s. 

“The authority has 
gradually been expanding 
facilities at this new park 
£ince the initial contracts for 
roads and picnic areas were 
awarded in 1966,” said 
William E. Kreger, Wayne 
County’s representative on the 
seven-member HCMA Board. 

WILLOW PARK now 
consists of a main interior 
park road and several picnic- 
playground areas bordering 
the Huron River which have 
been in public use since 
opening in mid-1970. 

Authority planners feel that 
the sw imming pool, combined 
with ' an intensive activities 
area, will serve as a major 
attraction in the southwestern 
portion of the Western Wayne 
County region which urgently 
needs outdoor recreation such 
as swimming, picnicking and 
activity-type facilities 
A major park entrance road 
is planned for Willow 
Metropark at the junction of 
the new 1-275 Freeway and 
West Road, w hich will become 
a major point of entry for park 
visitors from the area. This 
will replace the temporary 
entrance located on Willow 
Road, east of the V’illage of 
Willow, between Waltz Road 
and Huron River Drive. 

“In the development of 
Willow Park we are at 
tempting to follow anticipated 
family use, with sports and 
game facilities for par 
ticipation by children and 
young adults while providing 
scenic features and passive 
recreation such as picnicking 
for persons of all ages.’’ 
Kreger said 

FUNDS FOR THE pool and 
special activities complex are 
a part of a four-year-old $1.8 
million grant from the state 
recreation bond issue the 
contract for the pool in the 
amount of $227.533 50 was 
awarded to Paddock Pools by 
the State Administrative 
Board for the Department of 
Natural Resources last week 
During 1972 several con- 
tracts totaling $1,180,730 00 
were awarded from the state 
recreation bond money as part 
of the special activities area, 
including the entrance road 
and parking lot grading, 
general work on the con- 
cession and bathhouse 
buildings. food service 
equipment, utility con 
struction and electrical and 
mechanical work 
Also in 1971-72. the authority 
spent more than $142,216.00 m 
contracts for the development 
of Winter Hill. Acorn Knoll 
and Indian Ridge picnic sites, 
including water supply 
systems and entrance roads 
and parking lots 
“Under the general im- 
provement budget we have 
been spending about $250,000 


to $300,000 during the past 
several years developing 
facilities at Willow 
Metropark." Kreger said. 

HE ADDED that im- 
provements consisted of 
landscaping, comfort stations, 
water and sanitary facilities, 
roads, picnic areas and 
parking lots. 

“It has taken us about 10 
vears to develop the present 
facilities at Willow Metropark 
which will become in- 
creasingly important to the 
residential, industrial and 
population expansion of the 
area,’’ Kreger said. “A major 
improvement will be the 
addition of this swimming 
pool, which is expected to be 
one of the finest in the state 
w hen completed sometime in 
1975.” f 

A deck area of 25,777 square 
feet will surround the 12,872 
square foot Olympic-size 
swimming pool. 

The pool will have three 
sections: a shallow swimming 
area for children and 
beginning sw immers: a diving 
area and three diving boards, 
and a general swimming area, 
which is designed for ad- 
vanced and adult swimmers 
and use for competitive swdm 
meets. 

The pool will have rein- 
forced concrete tank with 
marble plaster finish and 
stainless steel gutter, with 
construction to comply with 
code requirements of the 
Michigan Department ol 
Public Health Division ol 
Engineering. Swimming 
Pools 

SEVERAL MONTHS ago 
construction began on the food 
bar and bathhouse buildings, 
which are two separate units 
joined by a canopy-type roof 
over the walk through area. 
The food bar area will have an 
enclosed dining area, patron 
service area, food preparation 
space plus areas for storage 
and refrigeration 
The bathhouse will have 
heated showers, coin-operated 
lockers for clothes-checking, a 
first-aid station, public 
restrooms, work areas and 
space for an office and 
utilities 

“With the opening of these 
additional facilities at Willow 
Metropark and the new Oak- 
woods Metropark, the 1975 the 
authority’s expansion will 
provide 4,400 acres of HCMA 
land in public use in Wayne 
County,” said David O. 
Laidlaw-, director of the 
HCMA. which serves the 
citizens of Wayne. Macomb. 
Oakland. Livingston and 
Washtenaw counties. 

Included in the 4,400 acre 
figure are these HCMA parks: 
Lower Huron Metropark 
(1,200 acres) near Belleville, 
which has served more than 24 
million visitors since it opened 
in the mid 1950’s: Willow 
M°tropark 1 1,500 acres) near 
New Boston, which opened in 
mid 1970: and the new Oak- 
woods Metropark (1.700 
acres), which will % feature 
nature study facilities when it 
opens in 1974-75 
The seven other HCMA 
Parks in public use include 
Metropolitan Beach near Ml. 
Clemens. Stony Creek 
Metropark near Utica. Marsh- 
bank Metropark near Pontiac,
